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What Is Our Crowning Joy? 


(Sermonette preached on Radio Station WMAK, Nashville, Tennessee, April 9, 1949) 


Text: 1 Thess. 2:19a, “For what is our 
hope, or joy, or crown of rejoicing?” 


We have often heard this expres- 
sion used to emphasize great achieve- 
ments or the happiness brought on by 
attaining sought-after objectives or 
success in life. In the business world, 
the salesman’s greatest joy is making 
sales; in the political world, the poli- 
tician’s greatest joy is being success- 
ful in office, and so on. 

But, what about Christian people 
who are told by the Bible to “set 
their affection on things above?” 
What is our crowning joy? In the 
preacher’s case, is it in his ability to 
speak flatteringly or oratorically until 
people are moved to comment on his 
brilliance? It shouldn’t be, by any 
means. That is nothing short of ego- 
tism, and the Bible says, “Whosoever 
exalteth himself shall be abased.” Js 
the singer’s greatest joy in the fact 
that he or she is able, through special 
training or natural gift, to win the ad- 
miration and praise of the congrega- 
tion? If it is, he too is destined to fade 
into insignificance with them that 
“seek their own.” As individual mem- 
bers, if our greatest satisfaction is in 
knowledge of the fact that 
we come to church regularly, 
pay our tithes, pray beautiful prayers, 
and are pretty good fellows in gen- 
eral, we are missing the mark badly, 
for these things fall in the line of 
“reasonable service” (Rom. 12:1). 

Someone might wonder, “What are 
you doing, Preacher? Are you preach- 
ing against a minister being intelléc- 
tual in the pulpit, or a singer trying to 
sing in such a way as to touch the 
hearts of people? Are you criti- 
cizing the people who _ stand 
by the 
prayers, their means, and their pres- 
ence?” No! a thousand times, NO! We 
need more ministers who, through 
their knowledge of human psychology 
and educational background, could 
sway congregations and “prove that 
He is the very Christ.” We need more 
accomplished singers and musicians to 
sing the gospel message right into the 
hearts of people, to bless the saint and 
convict the sinner. We need more 
church members who would come to 
church regularly, even if it meant 
sacrificing; who would pay their 
tithes whether they liked the preacher 
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church with their. 


or not; who would pray a hole 
through the skies as it were, and move 
God on His throne! 

But, the thought is this: whether 
preacher, singer, musician, church of- 
ficer, or ordinary lay member, if, after 
we have rendered our respective serv- 
ices, our greatest source of joy is per- 
sonal advancement, we have failed! 1 
Cor. 13:5, “... charity seeketh not her 
own...” 

What, then, should be the source of 
the Christian’s greatest or crowning 
joy? Read all of 1 Thess. 2:19, 20 of 
which our text is a part. “For what is 
our hope, or joy, or crown of rejoic- 
ing? Are not even ye in the presence 
of our Lord Jesus Christ at his com- 
ing? For ye are our glory and joy.” Is 
the apostle Paul rejoicing over the 
fact that he has such a “hold” on the 
Thessalonians that they would never 
want anyone else for pastor except 
him? No, he is rather rejoicing be- 
cause he has led them to Christ, and 
is looking forward to that glorious 
day when he can personally present 
them to the Lord. And so, the object 
of our preaching, singing, and, in fact, 
all our religious activity, should be the 
winning of souls. Psa. 126:6, “He that 
goeth forth and weepeth, bearing 
precious seed, shall doubtless come 
again with rejoicing, bringing his 
sheaves with him.” And here lies the 
secret of true and lasting joy—soul- 
winning! 

I fear that too much of the time our 
churches are content to sponsor re- 
vival meetings with sincere intentions, 
and then unwittingly turn them into 
convention-style services, where the 
saints rejoice, and when the revival is 
over very few sinners have been won 
for the Lord. No church has a right to 
do much rejoicing unless sinners are 
being reconciled- to God through its 
efforts. Our. revivals should be marked 
with more mourning and agonizing on 
the part of Christians for the lost. 
John 16:21, “A woman when she is in 
travail hath sorrow, because her hour 
is come: but as soon as she is deliv- 
ered of the child, she remembereth no 
more the anguish, for joy that a man 
is born into the world.” And so it is 
with the new birth, or spiritual birth. 
Isa. 66:8, “...as soon as Zion trav- 
ailed, she brought forth her children.”

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GEORGIA 
SIX MONTHS’ CHECK-UP 

We have just received from Head- 
quarters the six month’s check-up of 
the Church of God in Georgia, com- 
paring it with the same time last year 
and with other states in our class. 
We feel that you will be glad to know 
there has been an increase in every 
department of the Church in our 
state over this period last year, ex- 
cepting subscriptions to the Evangel, 
which is 115 behind. We have a net 
gain of 448 members, a gain over last 
year of $2,182.98 in tithes paid, 1,174 
Lighted Pathways gained, and 
$1,361.27 gain in missions. In all, the 
financial gain has been $4,470.10. The 
rest of the report is equally as grati- 
fying. 

Let us praise the Lord for all He is 
doing for us and pledge our service in 
a greater measure, than we have 
heretofore, to make the report even 
better than it is now. We cannot af- 
ford to look at those things which 
would predict gloom, but put our con- 
fidence in God, consecrate ourselves 
to Him and to His service, and be 
real spiritual optimists. Though bless- 
ings may come in disguise, every hap- 
pening should point the Christian to 
something better than what we are 
now enjoying.—E. L. Simmons, State 
Overseer. 





WEST VIRGINIA 
FIVE MONTHS’ CHECK-UP 

GAINS: Sermons—1,391. Homes— 
2,745. Number saved—64. On a per- 
centage basis we rank first place in 
sermons, homes visited, and in con- 
verts.. We rank third place in number 
sanctified, baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, and baptized in water. We 
rank second place in the number re- 
ceived into the Church. We show a 
gain in tithes of $1,361.13; missions, 
$4,992.67; orphanage, $1,158.76; or, a 
total gain of $7,443.39. Our gain in 
Lighted Pathway circulation is 172. 
We rank second place in tithes, aged 
ministers, orphanage, and the Lighted 
Pathway. We are first place in mis- 
sions and also in the total over-all 
picture on a membership basis. 

We show a loss of 25 in number 
sanctified, two in number  bap- 
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tized with the Holy Ghost, and 
nine in number baptized in 
water. There is also a loss 


of $24 in aged minister and 708 in 
Evangel circulation. 

It is almost incredible to think we 
have dropped that far in the Evangel 
circulation. Some need to have their 
subscriptions renewed. I suggest that 
each pastor start his Evangel drive 
immediately, and that each exhorter 
and licensed minister, who is not pas- 
toring, cooperate by putting forth an 
effort to assist the pastors. 

Let us be 100 per cent, remember- 
ing that the labor unions sow their 
propaganda in pamphlet form and 
otherwise. The Communists do like- 
wise, and every other organization 
has methods of contact through the 
printed page. Therefore, I think we 
should get on the job and do our duty. 
I believe you will heed this call, so let 
us start at once and fill West Virginia 
with the greatest little paper in the 
world, “The Church of God Evangel.”

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God's Financial Plan 


By REV. PAUL H. WALKER, State Overseer of West Virginia. 





I should like for those who are in- 
terested in God’s Word relative to His 
methods of caring for his ministers, 
as well as those who do not under- 
stand it, to give the subject before us 
more careful consideration. 


Tithe 

The word “tithe” means a tenth 
part; to pay or give a tenth part of, 
for the support of the church. Second, 
a tenth part of the yearly increase 
arising from the profits of land, stock, 
or personal industry paid in kind or 
money to the church or for religious 
or charitable uses; a tenth part.— 
Webster. 

I use for a text Psalm 24:1, “The 
earth is the Lord’s, and the fulness 
thereof; the world, and they that 
dwell therein.” This is a great God 
that the psalmist wrote about, but 
let not the reader conclude too quick- 
ly that we have to base the teaching 
of tithes solely on Old Testament 
scriptures; however, we shall begin 
with the Old Testament scripture in 
order to get the basis of our subject 
from the standpoint of origin. We, 
therefore, call your attention to Gen. 
14:18-20, “And Melchizedek king of 
Salem brought forth bread and wine: 
and he was the priest of the most 
high God. And he blessed him, and 
said, Blessed be Abram of the most 
high God, possessor of heaven and 
earth: and blessed be the most high 
God, which hath delivered thine 
enemies into thy hand. And he gave 
him tithes of all.” 

The very depth of these three 
verses sets forth, first of all, the bless- 
edness of our great and most high 
God. They set Him forth as one who 
possesses both heaven and earth, as 
the Creator as we saw in our text. It 
also shows Him as giving power over 
our enemies, and because Abram 
was so blessed of God in winning the 
battle of the kings and saving the 
life of Lot, he was made to exclaim 
that he “gave him tithes of all.” 


Under the Law 
The tithing set forth in the fore- 
going scripture is not under the Mo- 
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saic law, or the old covenant. This 
scripture was given as tithes were 
paid by Abram to Melchizedek five 
hundred years before the law was 
given. This was the beginning of a 
practice that has been followed ever 
after by those who thought enough of 
God to give Him what rightfully was 
His. If the earth is the Lord’s, and the 
fulness thereof, the world and they 
that dwell therein, we ought to ap- 
preciate the good sunshine, the fresh 
air, the livelihood, and the fellowship 
that God gives us with others upon 
the face of His earth, enough to give 
Him at least ten cents on the dollar 
as rent for His kindness. That was 
Abraham’s idea. The great God of 
heaven had helped him to win the 
battle, so when he came back to Mel- 
chizedek he paid tithes to him. If 
Melchizedek was the King of Peace, 
and Abraham paid tithes to Him, 
then we, in the New Testament age, 
should think enough of our risen 
Lord, the Prince of Peace, to give Him 
a tenth part of all. 

It will be necessary for the reader 
to follow closely to see how God re- 
quires us to pay tithes, to whom and 
when they should be paid, and of 
what money is to be paid. Let us not 
forget that paying tithes is a practice 
of very ancient time, beginning nearly 
six thousand years ago, and the saints 
were active in carrying out this prac- 
tice long before the law was ever given. 

We now turn to Gen. 28:20-22, “And 
Jacob vowed a vow, saying, If God 
will be with me, and will keep me in 
this way that I go, and will give me 
bread to eat, and raiment to put on, 
so that I come again to my father’s 
house in peace; then shall the Lord 
be my God: and this stone, which I 
have set for a pillar, shall be God’s 
house: and of all that thou shalt give 
me I will surely give the tenth unto 
thee.” This was seventeen hundred 
and twenty-eight years before Christ. 
Jacob had dreamed that a ladder was 
set up on the earth and the top 
reached heaven. Angels of God were 
ascending and descending on it, and 
he saw the Lord above it, who said, 
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“T am the Lord God of Abraham; 
father.” Yes, He was the God of} 
father Abraham, and it was Abrahy 
you will remember, who paid tith 
to Melchizedek. The same spirit th 
induced Abraham to give tithes 
Melchizedek had taken hold of Jay

What Should We Tithe? 
In Lev. 27:30-34, we notice the! 
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lowing: “And all the tithe of the land, 
whether of the seed of the land, or of 
the fruit of the tree, is the Lord’s: it 
is holy unto the Lord.” This verse is 
pain in itself. Whatever the land 
produces, whatever the trees produce, 
the tithes of that produced are the 
lprd’s.

and power for service and all these 
blessings from the high heaven, sure- 
ly ought to be willing to give God the 
tithes that belong to Him without 
having to be compelled to do it. Many 
times, the reason we are short on 
what we could have enjoyed by way of 
material things is because we left 
the Lord out of the drama of life. We 
have let Him play in a secondary 
measure instead»of giving Him first 
place. Don’t forget that the Bible 
says, “In the beginning God.” Let us 
put God in the beginning and give 
Him what belongs to Him first. Then 
the balance will suffice to see us 
through. 


The Levites to Be Paid 
In Num. 18:20-31, we get this under- 
standing. First, the Lord spoke to 
Aaron as follows: “Thou shalt have 





no inheritance in their land, neither 
shalt thou have any part among 
them: I am thy part and thine in- 
heritance among the children of 
Israel. And, behold, I have given the 
children of Levi all the tenth in Israel 
for an inheritance, for their service 
which they serve, even the service of 
the tabernacle of the congregation.” 
The Levites in the Old Testament are 
a type of the New Testament minis- 
try. The Levite had no inheritance in 
the land of Israel, but they did have 
inheritance such as the tithes, which 
were to be paid from the lands or 
what the people gathered by the way 
of a material increase. They were to 
receive this pay because of their serv- 
ice in the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion. In other words, they were not 
supposed to pastor a church and work 
in the coal mines. They were not 
supposed to pastor a church and work 
in a sawmill or do carpenter work. 
They were not supposed to wear 
themselves out on side-line jobs so 
that they were not capable of feeding 
their flock or caring for the taber- 
nacle. Their inheritance was the in- 
heritance which was paid by the 
way of the tithes, which was the 
Lord’s money, to be gathered from 
the increase that the people of Israel 
had acquired. 

Verses 22, 23, “Neither must the 
children of Israel henceforth come 
nigh the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, lest they bear sin, and die. But 
the Levites shall do the service of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
they shall bear their iniquity: it shall 
be a statue for ever throughout your 
generations, that among the children 
of Israel they have no inheritance.” 
This statue is throughout all genera- 
tions, and when He declared that the 
people of Israel should not come near 
the tabernacle, I conclude it meant 
to do service. In other words, they 
were not to try to pastor the church 
if they were just members of the 
church. There are some members who 
feel as though they are privileged- 
character members, and if they pay 
tithes then they ought to have a right 
to have full-fledged authority com- 
parable to that of the pastor. The 
Lord said, “If you undertake such an 
act, then you will surely die.” If peo- 
ple undertake an act such as that to- 
day, they generally die spiritually. If 
they keep it up long enough, maybe 
they will succeed in killing the whole 
church.

Introduction 

Among the outstandingly great 
texts of the Bible is the one you have 
just read. So great are the thoughts 
it carries that I feel by it very much 
like the little boy in this incident: 

A little chap was sitting contentedly 
beneath a hickory nut tree cracking 
nuts. He was trying to disengage the 
“goodie” from the nuts with a ten- 
penny nail, though not too successful- 
ly. An elderly gentleman passing by 
saw him and remarked, “Son, you ap- 
pear to be enjoying the eating of those 
hickory nuts.” The lad looked up and 
smiling said, his face clouding, “Yes 
sir, but there’s a lot more ‘goodie’ in 
these nuts if I could just get it out.” 

That’s true with me of this text, but 
T’ll take my ten-penny nail, so to 
speak, and gouge out a few pieces of 
“goodie” for you good Evangel readers. 

Generally speaking, riches convey 
the thought of valuable possessions. 
More generally the word “riches” is 
confined to earthly wealth and world- 
ly goods owned by an individual, or a 
group of individuals. In my text the 
term “riches,” “unsearchable riches,” 
refers to the many promises, blessings, 
and goodnesses of God. Paul spoke of 
them as being unsearchable riches of 
Christ. Dun and Bradstreet does not 
list these riches in their book of cred- 
it rating. If they could and would, we 
should expect them to read, “IJn- 
estimable, unsearchable, and incom- 
prehensible in wealth and value.” 

Whoever wrote the song poem 
“Heaven’s banks are full of gold; 
Their great wealth cannot be told. 
They are filled with jewels rare, 

With sweet blessings beyond compare” 
had only a vague idea of the un- 
searchable riches of Christ. The riches 
of Christ naturally fall into the fol- 
lowing divisions: Riches of faith, 
riches of reproach, riches of grace, 
riches of His goodness, riches in glory. 
By these you can see a general out- 
line of the vastness of His riches, and 
in this manner shall I discuss them. 
Riches of Faith 

“Faith is the substance (riches) of 
things hoped for, the evidence (deeds) 
of things not seen.”—Heb. 2:1.

Conclusion 


We have, therefore, come to this 
conclusion: Unfathomable and inde- 
scribable riches are ours the very 
moment we enter glory, ours for all 





and in all eternity; and, as a negro 
minister very aptly put it, “We’se 
gwinna have gold slippers on our 
feet; we’se gwinna have gold harps in 
our hands; we’se gwinna have gold 
crowns on our heads. Us niggers won’t 
know how to behave ourselves in a 
place like dat and with all dat gold, 
when mos’ of us has never had nuth- 
in’ in this life but a few pieces of 
silver in our pockets.” 

Compared to what most of us white- 
folks have had in this life, heaven will 
be pretty much like that for us, too. 
Both here and there, we are and will 
be able to say that Christ “giveth us 
all things richly to enjoy,” 1Tim. 6:17. 








Woodside Avenue Church of God, 
Greenville, South Carolina 


August, 1947, marked the beginning 
of a revival meeting in a tent in 
Woodside Mill village, which was con- 
ducted by the pastors of two Churches 
of God in Greenville, S. C.: Rev. W. L. 
Edgar, district overseer, and Rev. Earl 
P. Paulk, pastor of the Tremont Ave- 
nue Church. These two men of God 
went all out for a church on the west 
side of town, and God so marvellously 
crowned their efforts with success. 
On August 17, 1947, was the first Sun- 
day for the Woodside Avenue Church 
of God, with forty-three members on 
roll and each of them facing the re- 
sponsibility of building a 
church in which to worship 
God., (Space will not permit my 
telling all about this new work, 
and how the South Greenville Church 
burned during this time, and they 
were forced to begin raising funds to 
rebuild their church.) However, I was 
chosen as the pastor for this new 
work. On August 24, I came for the 
first Sunday School in the tent. The 
district pastor, Brother Edgar, was 
was there to introduce me to the 
church, and to see it off to a good 
start. That afternoon we had our first 
council meeting and received our first 
offering on the building fund. 

The following week, we took down 
the tent and rented a small building, 
approximately 20x40, and we wor- 
shiped there for a while. God blessed 
us and we were having one class in a 
neighbor’s house and another on the 
yard, and the auditorium was full. 
God blessed us wonderfully. Winter 


was coming and it looked as if we 
would lose the people that God had 
given to us, because we could not 
winter them in this small mission. We 
began to pray for God to open the 
way for a place to worship in during 
the winter. I went to the superintend- 
ent of the Parker District (Mr. L. P. 
Hollis) about using the schoolhouse, 
to which he so readily did agree, and 
we moved in. the schoolhouse for the 
winter. There we had a comfortable 
place to worship the Lord; however, 
the auditorium was small and would 
not take care of the people at times. 


The mill company had given a lot 
to build the church on, and we had 
only three thousand dollars when we, 
members of the church, went to work 
and dug the foundation for a 42x76 
church. I had had experience in build- 
ing, and it came in good, for we had 
to save and make every dollar go as 
far as possible. We went ahead and 
trusted God for the need and God 
gloriously provided. Many times we 
were tried, and in view of the fact 
that we could not give a mortgage on 
the lot the company gave us to build 
on, it was more of a burden, as that 
meant cash or no church. But by our 
liberality in praying and giving it was 
possible for us to build a $42,000 
church, and it is free of debt. 

God blessed us and added members 
to our church weekly. Our Sunday 
School and services as a whole grew 
and grew, and at this writing we have 
two hundred and thirty members and 
over three hundred in Sunday School 
every Sunday.—oO. B. Graham, Pastor.
